Kesolv  d,  'Fhat  it  is  the  Operative  duly  of  Sabbath-school 
teachers  to  gather  Ihe  children  of  their  neighliotirhuods  into  the 
Sahhath  school ;  lo  watch  over  the  conduct  of  st^holars  during 
the  week  ;  to  visit  them  at  llieir  tuimeat'and  hy  every  kind  and 
conciliatory  method,  endeavour  to  w  in  tliem  to  the  paths  of  vir¬ 
tue  and  religion.  • 

Resolved,  That  this  Convenlam do  earnestly  recommend  itiat 
Adult  Bible  Classes  lie  lormetl  and  vigorously  sustained  in  all 
our  Churches  and  congreg.xlions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Sabbath  school  is  the  most  efficient  in¬ 
strumentality  for  tlie  promotion  of  the  cause  of  missions. 

Resolved,  That  while  ihe  fiithful  teacher  exerts  himself  to 
theiilm  ist,  upon  the  il<ily  Sablnlh,  tu  instruct  the  scholars  nl 
his  class  in  the  truths  of  the  Bible,  a  weighty  resimusibiliiy 
rests  upon  parents  and  giiardaiusto  throw  the  whole  weight  of 
their  opinion,  inihience,  niid  elFirl  into  lliis  scale,  and  thus  con- 
trihule  to  results  of  Ihe  happiest  kind. 

Resolved,  Ttint  the  failure  of  Sablwth-school  instruction  to 
arrest  the  attention,  and  excite  the  interesl,  and  secure  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  srliular.-*,  is  at  least  presumptive  evidence  of  un¬ 
faithfulness  <in  the  part  of  tearhers. 

Resfdveil,  'Fhat  this  convention  do  most  deeply  regret  that 
Saliliaih  schools  are  so  rarely  mentioned  fnim  the  pulpit,  or 
prayed  (or  publicly,  or  in  tho  domestic  circle,  and  lielieve  this 
to  lie  a  very  great  olwlacle  to  their  usefulness. — if.  .S.  Journal. 

Extreme  case  of  personal  suffering. — A  hunter,  w  hile  in  pur¬ 
suit  of  a  deer,  fell  into  one  ol  those  deep  liinnel-ehnped  pits, 
(iirined  in  llio  prairies  by  the  settling  oflne  waters  alter  heavy 
rains,  and  known  by  the  namc<tfsink  ho|Rs.^  JFo  his  great  hor- 
nir  he  ranne  in  contaet  at  tho  btituaii  with  a  huge  griziy 
bear!  'I'lie  moaster grappled  him;  n  deadly  ciintest  ensued,  in 
wliirh  tlie  poor  hunter  was  severely  lorn* and  bilton,  and  had  a 
leg  and  arm  broken,  but  siicceeiled  in  killing  his  rugged  fiie. — 
For  several  days  he  remaincil  at  Ihe  Imitom  of  ilie  pit  UKimueh 
crippled  to  move, and  subsisting  upon  the  raw  flesh  of  the  bear; 
during  which  time  he  kept  his  wounds  ojien  that  they  might 
heal  gradually  and  effectually.  He  was  at  length  enableti  to 
scramble  lo  the  lop  of  the  pit,  and  so  out  on  ihe  open  prairie. 
With  great  difficulty  he  crawled  ton  ravine,  firmed  by  a  stream 
then^enrhf  dry.  Ilere  he  took  a  delicious  draught  of  water, 
whitTi  inltised  new  life  into  him;  then  dragge*!  himself  from 
pool  lo  piMil,  supporliiig  life  w  ith  frogs  and  small  fishes.  One 
day  he  saw  a  wolf  hunt  down  a  deer  in  a  neighbouring  prairie. 
He  immediatly  crawled  from  the  ravine,  drove  off  the  wolf, 
and  lying  down  liesides  the  carrase  of  the  deer,  remained  there 
until  he  made  some  hearty  meals,  by  wliich  his  strength  was 
much  rccriiiled. 

Returning  lo  the  ravine,  he  pursued  the  rourseof  the  brook 
until  it  grew  to  be  a  eonsideralilc  sireani.  Down  this  he  float¬ 
ed  until  he  frame  lo  where  il  emptied  into  the  Missouri.  Just  at 
the  moiilh  of  the  stream  lie  found  a  firketl  tree,  wliich  he 
launched  wilhiMime  difficulty,  ami  (setting  iisiride  of  it.com- 
miitcd  himself  to  the  current  of  the  migtity  river.  In  this  way 
he  lloaleil  niong  until  he  arrived  opposite  the  fort  of  Onncil 
Bluffs.  Forlunately  he  arrivtal  there  iii  the  day  time,  otherwise 
he  might  have  floated  unnoticed  post  this  solitary  post  and  pe¬ 
rished  in  Ihe  waste  of  waters.  Being  descrietl  Inim  the  fiirt,  n 
canoe  was  sent  to  his  relief,  and  he  was  brought  ashore,  more 
dead  than  alive.  He  soon  recoveced  from  his  wounds;  but 
remained  maimed  for  life. — Irving’s  “  Tour  on  the  Prairies."
